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Lawyer Opinion: 
Creche Is Legal 


The Menlo Park Lions club’s 
annual erection of a Nativity 
scene in Fremont park is en- 
tirely legal, according to City 
Attorney James T. O’Keefe. 

Meanwhile, the Northern 
California Chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
last week again put over con- 
sideration of whether or not to 
back a complaint that the 
creche constitutes a violation 
of the principle of separation 
of church and state. 

O’Keefe’s opinion came at 
the end of an 11-page brief 
in which were cited several 
judicial opinions, the find- 
ings in several related cases, 
and various interpretations 
of the state and federal Con- 


stitutions.

It came as the result of a 
study asked by the city council 
last January after Richard 
Gould of Ladera complained 
that the annual installation of 
the scene in Fremont park was 
of a sectarian nature. 

Gould had complained that 
“The fact that the great ma- 
jority of the citizenry is relig- 
ious—and Christian—does not 
allow that majority to intrude 
his own personal beliefs into 
the public and governmental 
aspects of our society, which is 
supported by, and representa- 
tive of, us all without regard 
to religion or the lack of it.” 

He complained that the use 
of public land for the sectarian 
display constituted, in effect, 
use of public assets for a dis- 
play of religious significance. 

O’Keefe coneluded his opin- 
ion with: 

‘In view of the foregoing, 
the reasonable and inescap- 
able conclusion is, and it is 
my opinion accordingly, that 
the erection and mainte- 
nance cf the Nativity scene, 
by the Menlo Park Lions 
club, on Fremont Memorial 
park in Menlo Park, under 
the conductions and in the 
manner herein outlined, in 
no way constitutes a viola- 
tion of either the federal or 
state Constitutions, or the 
liberties guaranteed therein.” 


In the writing of the. matter 
to the city council, Gould had 


| identified himself asa member 


of the American Civil Liberties 
Unicon. 

The board of directors of the 
northern California chapter of 
that organization meets in San 
Francisco; a local member said 
yesterday that, at their meet- 
ing last week consideration was 
held over because of the press 
of other business. 

In the body of his opinion, 
O'Keefe pointed out that ref- 
erences to the Diety as com- 
mon on coins, in courtroom 
oaths and in the titles of holi- 
days including Sunday; that 
sectarian religious symbols are 
common in national cemeteries 
and that religious paintings, 
relics and other items are com- 
mon in publicly-supported mu- 
seums and art galleries. 

He also called attention to 
legal sections titled “The law 
disregards trifles;” ‘an inter- 
pretation, which gives effect; 
preferred to one which makes 
void” and “interpretation must 
be reasonable.”

Most of the door-to-door 
salespeople are there on le- 
gitimate business, but occa- 
sionaliy, Chief Potter says, 
cne of them proves te be 
“casing” a house or a neigh- 
borhoed. 

If he finds a handy door 
open he may make a “daylight 
raid” and if he doesn’t, he may 
come back at night. 

Best way to deal with this 
type, says the chief, is to ask 
for the solieitor’s permit which 
must be carried by all door-to- 
door salespeople working in 
the city. A bona fide permit 
indicates that its carrier had 
no criminal record at the time 
he applied for it.” But the date 
should be examined by house- 
holders, too, Chief Potter said. 

Should a householder be 

away from home for a few 
days, it’s a good idea to have 
a light connected, so prowlers 
at night will have reason to 
suspect that there might be 
someone at home. Such a light 
can be connected to an electric 
timer so it doesn’t burn an in- 
ordinate amount of electricity, 
and so it will turn itself off 
during the day. 

lf longer trips are planned, 
Chief Potter continued, it’s a 
good idea to let a neighbor 
know, and to stop deliveries of 
such items as milk and news- 
papers. 

The house thus retains 
“lived-in” appearance. 

In some cases, it might be 
advisable to contact a neighbor 
er friend to make sure the 
lawn is kept down to respect- 
able length. A long lawn, too, 
is a good tip-off for burglars. 

Finally, the chief advised, 
advantage should be taken of 
the police department’s ‘house 
check” service; they will call at 
unscheduled intervals to make 
sure everything looks normal, 
at temporarily vacated resi- 
dences. 

More information can be 
had, he said, by calling the 
police department, DA 5-4424.

(Q.) Has anyone ever devel- 
oped a single, all-purpose sol- 
vent that will get out all spots? 
Mrs. L. E. 

(A.) No one has. It isn’t 
likely they ever will, either. 

Progress has been made, 
however, in the art of spot 
and stain removal. Even for 
professional drycleaners, re- 
moving spots and stains from 
many of today’s fabrics is a 
tough job. It takes a lot of 
experience to be able to do a 
perfect job. 

In fact, spotters in dryclean- 
ing plants rate their ability 
to “know when to stop work- 
ing on a spot” as their single 
most avluable skill. You see, 
if a spotter works too hard 
and goes too far, he may find 
he got the spot out but has 
damaged either the color or 
looks of the garment. It’s even 
more likely when you try spot- 
removal at home. 

(Q.) How can I tell if my 
drycleaner is doing a good 
job? Mrs. A. K. 

(A.) A lot depends on the 
condition of the clothes you 
give him. In many ways he'll

Kindergar- 
ten is a “fringe” service which 
children are not required to 
attend, but their doing so 
raises transportation _prob- 
lems, he noted.

O'Keefe Opinion Sensible 
—But It Won't Be the Last 


City Attorney James O'Keefe this week issued his 
Opinion of whether or not he thought the annual con- 
Struction of a Nativity scene in Fremont ‘park was illegal. 
He echoed what we feel to be the sentiment and consid- 
éred, clearly analyzed respect for true liberty of an over- 
whelming majority, with an emphatic “No!” to a contention 
that use of public property for such a display constituted 
a breach in the wall of separation between ‘church and 
state. 

The saga probably won't end with the reading of 
OXeefe’s opinion. There will be other interpretations, new 
complaints, recurring challenges of the local traditional 
creche display, ‘or others elsewhere. 

The matter, sooner or later, will probably come 
| before the United States Swpreme Court in spite of the 
' ‘wisdom shown by legal minds lower in the scale of 

jurisprudence. 


It is true — as the original letter which started O’Keefe 
on his studies indicated — that the display might ‘be objec- 
tionable to a small minority. Tt is also true that ‘the rights 
of minorities should be respected. 

But carried to its logical extreme in the field ‘of ‘religion 
alone, the state could be charged with the task of denuding 
all public art galleries of anything of “sectarian signifi- 
cance;” it would be cast in the role of censoring out some 
of the western world’s finest music and forbidding it to be 
played by publicly supported orchestras in city-operated 
concert halls; it would call for a re-examination of our 
holidays down to and including such common ones as Sun- 
day. ; 

The purge should not be limited to Christian sectarian 
items and ideas either, if we're going to go all-out in our 
attack on “religious displays offensive to minorities.” 

As we said earlier, we agree with O’Keefe’s opinion 
but we fear it won't be the last one that has to be rendered 
in this matter of “breaching the historic wall of separation 
of church and state” by allowing sectarian displays: space 
or time on public land or in public space. 

It’s stupid, but there are always people around who 
will want to prove a point, so the law-ing can be expected 
to go on.

did half as well as either of 
the incumbents but the aver- 
age voter obeyed the instruc- 
tion to “vote for two,” and did. 
Thus, although he may have 
wanted to “throw the rascals 
out,” the average voter endors- 
ed one of them at the same 
time that he backed the single 
challenger. 

Looked at in this light, it 
would appear that Treadwell 
probably would have come 
closer to upsetting the two in- 
cumbents had he had a running 
mate. ’ 

There were probably ahout 
500 votes cast for one or the 
other of the incumbents, 
which would have been. allo- 
cated to a second challenger 
if there had been one. 

Figured in this way the .in- 
cumbents would have wound 
up with about 1000 votes each, 
while the challengers would 
have received half that many 
each, additional. 


Considering that the pre- 
election “campaign” failed. to 
turn up any major issues, this 
means that about.a third of the 
people who bother to go to the 
polls for a municipal election 
would like to.see some new 
faces on the council—for rea- 
sons which may be emotional, 
practical or completely built 
out of thin air. 

The city has a total of 9553 
registered voters but only 
17.39 per cent of them got to 
the polls. Though this is an 
appallingly low figure compar- 
ed with state and national elec- 
tions, it’s actually pretty high 
for a local election in which 
not even a bond issue is men- 
tioned and even the existence 
of “issues” is in doubt. 

Smallest percentage of 
votes cast an any voting 
place was at the City Hall 
consolidated precinct. Rea- 
son, apparently, is that that 
polling place serves Stanford 
Village, and the Villagers, 
although registered voters, 
don’t feel an interest in lo- 
cal affairs. Only 13.2 per 
cent of them voted. 


The Willow School precinct, 
which is in an area which used 
to have a very active residents’ 
association and which used. to 
turn in big ballot counts even 
in city elections, got only 13.9 
per cent of its voters out. This 
was ’way below par for that 
area. 

Meanwhile, the Belle Haven 
School precinct, which in the 
mid-'50’s used to make atroci- 
ous showings, pulled a strong 
18.8 per cent of its voters to 
the polls. 

At this polling place 
Treadwell. got 52 votes to 
edge Andrus who got 51, 
and at the Nicholas. resi- 
dence at 1251 Carlton ave- 
nue, in the Belle Haven tri- 
angle area, he drew 29 votes 
to Andrus’ 30 to come close 
again. 

The challenger was roundly 
thumped in his own Willows 
area precincts, however, and 
was turned down by impressive 
majorities in the west Menlo 
precincts also. 

The incumbents’ margin at 
Hillview School, for instance, 
was nearly four to one. 

The above isn’t a complete 
analysis of the recent city elec- 
tion and it’s doubtful if a com- 
plete analysis will ever be 
made. 

It’s like baseball. The num- 
ber of statistics, the compari- 
sons that can be made and the 
conclusions drawn therefrom 
are without limit, almost. 

Anyhow, you see how the 
game is played.

And speaking of :the county 
tax bill, the board of: supervi- 
sors has come up with a new 
plan of billing. For the first 
time this fall the county tax 
bills will not show the rates 
as such but will have a break- 
down on the actual tax bill as 
to where the funds go. 


For instance, the bill will 
show that of the total amount 
only about one-fourth goes for 
county operations. 

Approximately 60 per cent 
for schools and the rest is for 
the -special districts such as 
garbage disposal, lighting, san- 
itation, rapids: transit, ete. At 
least this will let the people 
know that the county govern- 
ment is not the “tax hog” that 
many would have you think. 

Don’t get the idea that we 
don’t think government costs 
can be cut. The tax rate will 
be cut again this year, of 
that we’re sure, ‘but increas- 
ed assessments will not make 
the people happy and actual- 
ly the budget will be higher 
than last year. 

But let’s take a new look at 
the assessor’s. increasing as- 
sessment rolls. This year the 
county schools stand to lose 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars because the county rolls 
are not up to 25 per cent of 
value as required by state law.

the extra money. 

While we talk taxes and 
bond issues Manager Stal- 
lings is still trying to pare 
the requests of department 
heads. The health division 
will get a $39,061 increase, 
according to his recommen- 
dation to the supervisors, 


but this is down $48,000 from , 
the requested total. Much of « 
the funds for this division - 


come from the state. 

Stallings cut two of three 
new positions requested, the 
one being a public nurse pri- 
marily to handle the increased 
enrollment of the parochial 
schools. There are some in- 
creases in this department be- 
cause the polio foundation has 
turned most of its care opera- 
tions over to the county and 
other diseases have been add- 
ed by the state as a county re- 
sponsibility. 

The tax collector’s budget 
was down by $11;282 from the 
amount requested. The staff 
was reduced by two employees 
because of the use of the IBM 
electronic equipment. The em- 
ployees are not released, but 
sent *to other offices which 
need more help. ‘Many of us 
have wondered when all the 
electronic equipment would 
reduce staffs as promised. 

The first step has been 

taken by the board of super- 
visors to establish a flood 
control (drainage) district 
for the area covering Red- 
wood City, Atherton and 
Menlo Park, County Engi- 
neer Don S. Wilson was au- 
thorized to set up boundary 
lines and then approval will 
be sought of the city coun- 
cils involved. Atherton has 
already approved. 

The cities will have 30 days 
to object to the plans and 
boundary lines and if they pro- 
test the supervisors can sub- 
mit the plan to the people of 
that city. Undoubtedly the fi- 
nal plans will be “pretentious” 
in Stallings’ description. The 
huge drainage of San Francis- 
quito and Redwood creeks and 
the tributaries is a continuous 
problem in all area. 

The death of an Atherton 
youngster this sprihg caused 
a speedup of county. plans -un- 
der the state adopted floga 
control plan. 

Part of the funds for the 
work will ‘be sought from the 
federal government; ‘but the 
ratio is only a guess at this 
time. The job will be a costly 
one for taxpayers, make -no 
mistake of that, but when a 
youngster dies in flood waters 
the people have a way of ac 
cepting a new tax burden to 
prevent any similar accidents 
in the future.

World War | Hero: 
Chaplain Norman Edwards to 
Retire from Post at VA Hospital 


Dr. Norman E. Edwards, 
who earned the second highest 
American medal for bravery 
under fire as a World War I 
doughboy, preached his final 
Easter sermon Sunday at the 
Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital. 

He is ending a 14-year period 
of service as Protestant chap- 
lain at the big hospital off 
Willow road near Bayshore 
highway. 

Chaplain Edwards, who re- 
sides at 408 O’Keefe avenue, 
Menlo Park, with his wife, 
Susanne, has served the Unit- 
ed States in many ways. 

His military career began in 
1917. A native of Chicago, he 
graduated from the Bible In- 
stitute of Los Angeles and was 
ordained. But when the United 
States entered the war, he 
waived his rights to exemption 
as a clergyman and entered the 
Army. 

As a World War I GI, Chap- 
lain Edwards fought in three 
major engagements, including 
the Musse-Argonne. 

‘OUT ON A LIMB’ 


It was near a town in Bel- 
gium that “I got myself out on 
a limb,” he said. He was pin- 
ned down by machine gun fire. 

He dug himself in and began 
labbing hand grenades toward 
the sputtering machine guns 
that were raking the area — 
and put four of them out of 
action. 

It was General John J. 
(Blackjack) Pershing, com- 
mander of the U.S. forces, who 
later pinned the Distinguished 
Service Cross to the future 
chaplain’s blouse. He also re- 
ceived the French Croix de 
Guerre with gold star and the 
World War I victory medal 
with three battle stars. 

He was honorably discharg- 
ed in April, 1919, and re- 
turned to California where 
he continued his education 
at UCLA and the Los Ange- 
les Baptist seminary. In 1930, 
he was ordained as a minis- 
ter, and in 1942, received 
the Doctor of Divinity de- 
gree, 

Prior to service in World 
War II, he served as pastor of 
several Baptist churches in 
Southern California. 

Chaplain Edwards retained 
his connections with the mili- 
tary, receiving a commission 
as first lieutenant in the Army 
reserve chaplain’s corps and 
was called to extended active 
duty on December i1, 1940. 
WORLD WAR II DUTY 

When the second World War 
broke out, Chaplain Edwards’ 
duty included three years in 
North Africa and Italy as an 
administrative chaplain. His 
major brush with action was 
undergoing several air raids 
while in Italy. 

After discharge from the 
Army with the rank of colonel 
in 1946, he came to the hospital 
here as the first full-time chap- 
lain. :

SRI Publishes 
On Industrialization 


The International Industrial 
Development Center. at Stan- 
ford Research Institute today 
announced the publication of 
“Industrial Estates: Tool for 
Industrialization.” The book 
is the third of the Institute’s 
series concerned with small in- 
dustry development. 

Written by Dr. William 
Bredo, SRI senior economist, 
the 240-page study examines 
the industrial estate, or indus- 
trial park, as a method for de- 
veloping small and medium in- 
dustry, both in newly industri- 
alizing and industrially ad- 
vanced countries. 

Case histories and descrip- 
tions of industrial parks 
from many parts of the 
world are dscribed and docu- 
mented in the book. 

Bredo describes an indus 
trial estate as a tract of land 
subdivided and developed ac 
cording to a comprehensive 
plan for the use of a group of 
industrial enterprizes. Such es 
tates usually include zoning, 
streets, access roads, transpor- 
tation facilities, and utilities, 
and may provide for construc: 
tion or rental of factory build 
ings. 

According to Bredo, the Un. 
ited States and the United 
Kingdom were pioneers in the 
development of industrial | 
parks.

Provisions of such shelter in 
advance is important, he said, 
not only to the individuals who 
might be saved thereby, but to 
the safety of the entire free 
world.

It was considerations such 
as these, Cannell said, which 
persuaded SRI to equip the 
basement of its new head- 
quarters unit here as a fall- 
out shelter for employees 
and their families. While 
the basement would provide 
shelter for only 3,000 per- 
sons, it is hoped, he said, 
that the example will en- 
courage the community to 
provide further shelter fa- 
cilities.

Hiring Process Assures Best jo

In selecting teachers, ad- 
ministrators keep one thing 
in mind: “One can’t have su- 
perior schools without super- 
ior teachers.” 

Few school districts, few 
businesses, and few industries 
have so thorough and careful 
procedure of choosing employ- 
ees. From some 400 inquiries 
and applications, Superintend- 
ent Dr. Melville Homfeld, cur- 
riculum director William Fish- 
er, and the principals and vice- 
principals of the five elemen- 
tary schools will select from 10 
to 20 new teachers. 

Before the applicant is inter- 
viewed his confidential refer- 
ence file is carefully examined. 
Only teachers with superior 
references are interviewed. 
And the applicant is subjected 
not to one but to three “depth” 
interviews by three different 
administrators. 

In the interviews the teach- 
er is interrogated regarding 
academic background, teach- 
ing philosophy, teaching meth- 
ods, strengths and weaknesses, 
and attitudes. 

If the applicant passes the 
interviews, previous employ- 
ers are telephoned and asked 
eandid questions regarding 
previous teaching perfor- 
mance. 

Finally the applicant is, 
whenever possible, actually ob 
served in his or her own class. 
room. Curriculum Consultant 
William Fisher says, “This is 
the most important factor in 
the selection process. It elimi- 
nates hiring mistakes. Analy- 
sis of employment records ov- 
er the past three years shows 
that very vew teachers observ- 
ed prior to employment failed 
to live up to anticipated ex- 
pectancy.” 

“Only the best teachers are 
chosen to give the children the 
kind of education we want 
them to have. We can do this 
because the community backs 
the schools with real support,” 
he goes on to say. 

Twenty-four per cent of the 
Menlo Park faculty hold mas 
ter’s degrees and virtually all 
have taken work beyond the 
bachelor’s degree.

A travelling teacher  in- 
structs one third grade class 
and one fourth grade class for 
a period of 20 minutes daily. 
Since the techniques used in 
both rooms are identical, the 
relative speed with which the 
youngsters of different age 
learn the same thing becomes 
apparent rather readily. 


With youngsters of such a 
Ievel, some novel teaching 
methods have to be employed. 
These include the listening to 
and repeating of words until 
pronunciation patterns are 
well established. Stories, rid- 
dles, games, dramatization, 
conversation and songs are all 
used, and all help increase the 
child’s skill in using and un- 
derstanding the “second lan- 


guage.” 
Visual aids, also, are used 
extensively, Mrs.  Killings- 


worth explains that this helps 
youngsters “think” in the for- 
eign language, and eliminates 
unnecessary translation from 
printed texts. 

Reading, however, is intro 
duced after the youngsters 
have achieved a ‘level of skill 
which permits it. 


Superior 
Teachers 
Sought 


The recruitment of teachers 
is an ever-present problem, but 
the recruitment of superior 
teachers is a problem which 
must be solved in a more imag- 
inative way. 

In an effort to meet the chal- 
lenge of providing the children 
of Menlo Park with the best 
teachers possible, a staff mem- 
ber was assigned the job of 
interviewing placement direc- 
tors and interviewers of the 
local colleges and universities 
t odiscover clues which could 
be used to improve our re- 
cruitment practices. 

In the course of the investi- 
gation, it was discovered that 
few of the placement office 
personnel know of or have had 
any direct contact with the 
Menlo Park City School Dis- 
trict. A review of recruitment 
literature and articles written 
by placement personnel dis- 
closed the idea that the place- 
ment of candidates can be ac- 
complished best if the place- 
ment office personnel have a 
general knowledge of the dis- 
trict. 

Most candidates for teaching 
positions are notified of exist- 
ing vacancies in’the various 
school districts by placement 
offices of the colleges and uni- 
versities. Generally, placement 
offices do an excellent job of 
providing information about 
prospective candidates for the 
districts; however, few districts 
do a good job in getting infor- 
mation about their districts to 
placement directors or candi- 
dates. 

Pictures, descriptions, and 
other kinds of literature con- 
vey a certain amount of infor- 
mation, but it isn’t the same 
as visiting a place in person to 
form conclusions. Therefore, 
it was suggested that key 
placement office personnel 
from the major colleges and 
universities in California be in- 
vited to Menlo Park to see our 
schools, community, meet our 
teachers, and learn about our 
children. Sixteen placement of- 
ficers and assistants from col- 
leges and universities ranging 
from Humboldt State to UCLA 
were included in the program. 

The workshop was held on 
Feb. 11, 1960, to show two or 
three placement personnel the 
district in all its aspects. After 
lunch, all district and place- 
ment personnel met at Central 
to discuss existing recruiting 
procedures and how these 
could be improved. 

Many valuable suggestions 
were made and are now being 
put into effect. Recruitment 
literature, interviewing sched- 
ules, and other suggestions are 
being developed to better meet 
the needs of the district. 

The full effect of the work- 
shop will not be realized until 
all teachers have been em- 
ployed. It will then be possible 
to assess the influence of such 
a workshop through interviews 
with the recently-employed 
teacher to determine what fac- 
tors influenced him to seek em- 
ployment in Menlo Park. It is 
hoped that some of these fac- 
tors can be traced to areas dis- 
cussed and developed during 
and resulting from the work- 
shop. We also hope that re- 
sults may become cumulative 
in that placement officers will 
have a continuing awareness 
of Menlo Park and tis particu- 
lar needs regarding teachers. 

We understand that a re- 
cruitment program of this kind 
is rare and as a result created 
much interest among place- 
ment people. It is our desire

To Stimulate All Pupils - Gifted Included 


“Let’s do something for the|teaching everybody to the 


gifted.” 

Unfortunately, this cry on 
the part of many contains with- 
in it the assumption that the 
gifted have long gone undis- 
covered and that all teaching 
is beamed at children other 
that those who are able. 

In fact, numbers of profes- 
fesional educators who are al- 
so able authors have leapt 
from the “Let’s do something 
for the gifted” statement to the 
assumption that our major an- 
xiety is for, and emphasis is on, 
the education of the retarded 
and that nothing is being done: 
for the very able student. 

No teacher or administrator 
in today’s schools assumes that 


he has found the answer to 


Guidance 


“Guidance” isn’t something 
reserved for a youngster with 
special problems or special tal- 
ents—unless one believes that 
all students are, in some way 
or other, special. 

That, according to School 
District Director of Guidance 
and Research John Kerby, is 
the fundamental fact recogniz- 
ed here. And, he adds, its pur- 
pose is to help direct the indi- 
‘vidual pupil so he can recog- 
nize his own strengths and 
weaknesses, and use this in- 
formation for maximum bene- 
fit to himself. 

The job isn’t one for a single 
expert, Kerby concedes. The 
youngsters themselves are in- 
volved and the classroom 
teachers are actually in 
charge: Kerby’s job is to help 
them recognize the strengths 
and weaknesses of their young 
charges. 

“Each teacher performs the 
basic guidance of pupils 
threough the daily activities 
conducted in the classroom,” 
Kerby explains. 

“They take the child where 
he is, in individual develop- 
ment, at the time he enters the 
classroom. 

“They start out by helping 
him to adjust himself to the 
environment of the school. 

“Then, they try to direct 
things so that the child can di- 
rect and control himself, while 
developing their special tal- 
ents.” 

Guidance services, as con- 
ducted by Kerby, include some 
director work of the director 
with the pupils themselves. 
However, these are considered 
supplements to the regular in- 
structional procedures rather 
than ends in themselves. 

Thus, Kerby is called to 
make appraisals of the develop- 
ment and behaviour of indi- 
vidual pupils, as well as test- 
ing. 

The teachers themselves 
have to be trained, also, and 
Kerby is in charge of this part 
of the program also. In order 
to be of value to the guidance 
program, he says, the teacher 
must be able to recognize in 
students their individual capa- 
cities, needs. and interests. 

The teacher, who is probab 
ly the closest “non-family” as- 
sociate of most of her pupils, 
also must be able to recognize 
the symptoms of emotional, 
physical and mental disturb- 
ances which might influence a 
child’s ability to learn. 

Sometimes, Kerby explains, 
the teachers can bring in data 
which by itself to the teacher 
is meaningless but which, when 
interpreted, can be used for a 
child’s benefit. 


The battery of tests used in; 


measuring achievement levels, 
finding hidden talents, and 
learning when a child is men- 


tally prepared to go on to a 
new subject is a large one. It

Tests Are Clue 
To Efficiency 
Of Teaching 


Tests administered to pupils 
are studied to determine the 
effectiveness of the teaching 
program here, School District 
Research Director John Kerhy 
explained here recently. 


By statistical analysis the 
results being achieved in the 
Menlo Park schools can be 
compared with others in a 
mumber of ways. They can be 
studied on the basis of compar- 
ison with national averages ef 
achievement by grade level 
and by school and classroom as 
compared to classroom in the 
local area. 

Further evaluation has been 
made in the past two years 
which allows the teachers and 
the administration to evaluate 
the amount of individual 
achievement by ability level, 
as compared with the achieve- 
ments of other pupils with sim- 
ilar ability. 

“By evaluating the test data 
available through the latter 
procedures the child is not lost 
in a mass of statistics but can 
be studied individually to de- 
termine his present status and 
past achievements, and can 
make preparation for the fu- 
ture,” Kerby explains. 

The test results are also us- 
ed to keep the district’s board 
of trustees informed of pupil 
progress. Parents and patrons 
of the schools are also made 
acquainted with the results in 
general, 


Beyond this, the teachers 
and administrative staff of the 
district use the results as a 
guide to where curriculum can 
be improved, and where some 
specific changes have to be 
made for teh benefit of an in- 
dividual pupil.

ALCOHOL SUBJECT 
Another subject required tc 
be taught is the nature of al- 
cohol and narcotics and their 
effects upon the human sys- 
tem as determined by science. 
Certain kinds of instruction 
are prohibited. Section 8271 of 
the code reads: “No teacher in, 
giving instruction, nor enter- 
tainments permitted in or 
about any school, shall reflect 
in any way upon citizens of 
the United States because of 
their race, color, or creed 
Likewise, no textbook, chart, 
or other means of instruction 
may be used which contains 
matter reflecting upon citizens 
of the United States because 
of their race, color, or creed.” 
The code also prohibits the 
teaching of any sectarian or 
denominational doctrine. Noa 
sectarian, partisan, or denomi- 
national publication may be 
used or placed in the library 
of a public school. 


COMMUNISM BANNED 

The teaching of Communism 
in California is prohibited by 
Section 8275 as follows: “No 
teacher giving instruction in 
any school, or on any property 
belonging to any agencies in- 
cluded in the Public School 
System, shall advocate or teach 
Communism with the intent to 
indoctrinate any pupil with, or 
inculeate a preference in the 
mind of any pupil for Commu- 
nism.” 

The code specifies that spe- 


each year, a course of study is 
prescribed for the Menlo Park 
schools. The law requires that 
teachers follow this course of 
study in their teaching.

While state law requires that 
approximately 50 per cent of 
the school day be devoted to 
the 3 R’s, the Menlo Park child 
spends about 80 per cent of his 
time working on the fundamen- 
tals.

Comparative studies show 
that American elementary 
school pupils compare very fa- 
vorably with their European 
counterparts in reading and 
other subjects but, in general, 
it can be said that European 
schools are teaching arithmetic 
more effectively than it is be- 
ing done in the United States. 

These conclusions were em- 
phasized in a recent report to 
the Menlo Park School District 
board of trustees. 

The report noted, however, 
that the concept of Universal 
education is largely unique 
and peculiar to the United 
States. Thus, a comparison of 
Europe and the United States 
is, in the words of the report, 
“like comparing prunes and 
walnuts.” 

European education, the re- 
port continued, places empha- 
‘sis on giving the best possible 
education to the intellectual 
elite and the economically pri- 
vileged. 

Concerning European 
achievement in elementary 
school arithmetic teaching, the 
|report noted that the typical 
| European school of the lower 
| grade levels devotes twice as 

many hours per day to the stu- 
dy of that subject. 


In Europe, high schools and 
colleges are comparatively 


Tare and are not attended by 
“average” youngsters, the re- 
port shows. Those with a low 
learning capacity are usually 
weeded out. Thus, it continues, 
the only fair comparison which 
can be made is that of bright 
students of Europe and Amer- 
ica. 

In comparison of students 
who make only the _ best 
schools and colleges and who 
are members of honor socie- 
ties, the American scholar 
shows up extremely well, the 
report continues. 

The excellence of this coun- 
try’s institutions of higher 
learning is further attested by 
the fact that more foreign stu- 
dents are enrolled in colleges 
and universities of the United 
States than in the schools of 
Western Europe, in spite of

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randed Myth 


More Getting 
Better Educations, 
Figures Show 


“The idea that once we had 
marvelous schools and that 
modern teaching methods have 
ruined them is sheer non- 
sense,” according to William 
Fisher, curriculum consultant 
for the Menlo Park Elemen-: 
tary School District. 

“To understand the truth of 
this statement one must have 
a clear unsentimental picture 
of what schools were like in 
the past,” he comments. 

“There were no remedial 
reading classes because those 
who could not read simply 
dropped out. High schools 
were strictly college prepara- 
tory. The subjects were option- 
al—pupils could take them or 
stay at home. Teachers were 
poorly educated.” 

Romanticism aside, Fisher 
says, city schools were dull 
dingy buildings with classes of 
40 to 50 pupils. Country 
schools were one room affairs 
where children of widely vary- 
ing ages and abilities were 
taught at the same time. 


In 1909 only 50 per cent of 
the children of school age com- 
pleted the eighth grade and 
only 2 per cent went on to col- 
lege. Today, more than twice 
the percentage attend college 


as attended high school 50 


years ago—in California the 
percentage is almost three 
times. 


“Are modern schools teach 
ing the fundamentals as well 
as they were taught in the 
past? The efficiency of schools 
a generation or two ago and 
today is a question of fact,” 
Fisher says. 


There have been approxi- 
mately 100 unbiased, scientifi- 
cally-conducted investigations 
in many, many school systems, 
large and small, throughout 
the nation and pupil achieve- 
ment then and now. 


“Every one of these studies 
concludes that students today 
achieve as well or better than 
students of 25, 50, or 100 years 
ago.” 


This is doubly significant 
when coupled with the fact that 
today almost 100 per cent of 
the child population is in 
school, when one realizes that 
until only a few years ago a 
great many children were ov- 
eraged in their classes. The 
age of the average eighth 
grader in 1935 was 15 years; in 
1947, 14 years, and in 1960, 
13 years, says the consultant. 

“The ultimate test of an ed- 
ucational program is the cul- 
tural level of its graduates,” he 
continues. 

“The results of the armed 
forces testing in the two World 
Wars confirms the improve- 
ment in general knowledge and 
in the handling of the educa- 
tional skills. The tests in the 
second World War revealed 9 
much higher educational 
achievement than those of the 
first World War.” 

In the last decade there has 
been a cultural explosion, he 
goes on. The sale of adult 
books in the United States has 
risen more than 50 per cent in 
the past six years, and the sale 
of juvenile books has increased 
400 per cent in the past 10 
years. 

Today, one out of every five 
phonograph records sold is 
classical. Universities are now 
conferring as many graduate 
degrees as they did undergrad- 
uate in the early 1920’s. 

This, Fisher concludes, is 
proof that the educational le- 
vel and the cultural interests 
of the average youngster as 
well as the average adult is im- 
proving all the time.

‘Typical 


“There really is no such 
thing as a ‘typical day’ in the 
life of a school principal.” 

This is the finding of Mrs. 
Ina Porter, who with 12 years 
of experience in princpial- 
ship at Encinal school behind 
her, has long contemplated 
the fact that her job isn’t 
routine. 

“Although the primary job 
is to be an educational leader, 
the other jobs of coordinat- 
ing activities at the school and 
of administering many pro- 
grams for many individuals 
make it pretty difficult for 
one to work by a set sched- 
ule,” she says. 

“There may be busy days, 
happy days, or frustrating 
but there’s never a dull or a 
‘typical’ day,” Mrs. Porter 
goes on to say. 

There is, of course, a frame- 


Aiding Others 


Is Job of | 
Vice Principal 


Jim Foster, vice-principat of 
Oak Knoll School, recently 
stated that public understand- 
ing of a vice-principal’s job 
could be compared to their 
understanding of an iceberg. 
Most parents have a large gen- 
eral knowledge of its features, 
but many would probably be at 
a loss to explain the particu- 
lars of the duties of a vice- 
principal which are under the 
surface and not clearly visi- 
ble. 

A typical day may find a 
vice-principal doing 101 rou- 
tine jobs around the school 
which make for a smooth, ef- 
ficient operation. Some of 
these jobs might include advis- 
ing student body groups, coun- 
seling with students and teach- 
ers, supervising the play- 
ground, and overseeing the 
work of the safety patrol and 
other student service organiza- 
tions. 

Besides his work with pupil 
personnel, a percentage of a 
vice-principal’s time is spent 
in assisting the principal in 
administering the school. A 
vice-principal’s phase of the 
school program may consist of 
preparing schedules, checking 
registers, assisting in prepar- 
ing certain reports, and taking 
charge of other aspects of the 
program such as civil defense 
and milk distribution. 

Freeing the school principal 
from routine duties allows the 
principal to spend his time 
supervising and assisting 
teachers, working with district 
personnel toward improvement 
of the educational program of 
the children, and counseling 
with parents. Offering assist- 
ance to the principal in the 
improvement of instruction is 
the third important role 


Foster reports that another 
phase of his duties is supervis- 
ing the work of two thriving 
school businesses, the general 
store and the ice cream sale. 
Students sell potato chips at 
recess and ice cream at lunch 
time. Keeping an accurate rec- 
ord of sales stresses the im- 
portance of being orderly and 
business like and is excellent 
training for the students. Pro 
viding responsible jobs around 
the school where children may 
earn prestige is one of the best 
ways to build good citizens ac- 
cording to Foster. 

Profits from sales are used 
to finance the needs of the stu- 
dent body. Generous contribu- 
tions to charities from student 
body funds have been a part 
o fthe Oak Knoll student body 
budget

It begins a full hour before 
the start of calsses, when Mrs. 
Porter makes contact with the 
members of her faculty. Some 
times, formal meetings are 
the order of the day and at 
other times, informal discus- 
sions with smaller groups, or 
conferences with individual 
teachers make up the regi- 
men. 

Orientating and introducing 

substitute teachers who may 
have been called in also takes 
place during this part of the 
day. 
However important these 
conferences may be, however, 
any one of them, other than 
a formal faculty meeting, can 
be interrupted at any time 
that a parent arrives to reg- 
ister a new pupil. 

The importance of putting 
both the parent and child at 
ease is, Mrs. Porter believes, 
one of the most important 
functions of an administrator. 

The first visit should, she 
says, be pleasant, informative 
and positive. 

Once classes start, there are 
usually classroom observa- 
tions to be made. 

These are followed by con- 
ferences with the teachers 
whose groups were under scru- 
tiny at which suggestions as to 
teaching technique, materials 
which should be used and 
similar matters may be dis- 
cussed. 

‘Even though in almost 
every case in Menlo Park the 
observation shows the teacher 
to deserve nothing but com- 
pliments, most teachers have 
questions to raise concern- 
ing new methods and ideas as 
to how to improve, Mrs. Port- 
er notes. 

Besides acting as leader of 
the teachers, the principal also 
has to serve as their delegate 
to a variety of groups. She 
works on many committees 
concerned with such subjects 
as planning and coordination 
curriculum, non-school agen- 
cies concerned with guidance, 
the parent-teacher association 
and county agencies. 

It seems as though an abun- 
dance of “conferencing” goes 
on but this is as it should be, 
Mrs. Porter believes. 

“After all, a school is con- 
cerned with the most import- 
ant thing in the pupil’s life 
and a parent must have con- 
fidence in the school, its 
faculty and its program.” 

There are individual confer- 
ences with parents, too, con- 
cerning test results for indi- 
vidual children, complaints 
which the parent may have, 
and social and _ personality 
problems of individual chil- 
dren. 

Also, the philosophy and 
personality of the school must 
be represented to the parents. 

Overseeing the education of 
800 young people is not a job 
for an amateur and Mrs. 
Porter has become one only 
after a long career in educa- 
tion. 

Graduating from San Jose 
State college in the early 
1930’s, she taught at the one- 
room Pomponio school on the 


coastside for three years, then 
taught for a year at Half 
Moon Bay and, later in the 
30’s moved to Menlo Park. 
Starting at Central school 
when O. H. Olson was princi- 


pal, she stayed there, first as 
vice-principal, until Encinat 
opened in 1948. 

Meanwhile, there was much 
other work to be done. Mrs. 
Porter attended summer 
school every year for many 
years, being granted a mast- 
er’s degree in curriculum.

Teacher-Observer program 
completed its fifth successful 
year this February.

Based on the theory that 
13-year-olds are _ thinking 
very seriously about their 
future life’s work, the Teach- 
er-Observer program is de- 
signed to give intellectually 
superior eighth graders who 
express an interest in educa- 
tion as a profession an op- 
portunity to see teaching 
“from the other side of the 
desk” from the one to which 
they have been accustomed. 


An eighth grader wishing to 
participate in the program fills 
out an application blank. To 
be considered, he or she must 
have the permission of his par- 
ents, classroom teacher, and 
principal, plus writing a one 
hundred word essay on why he 
wishes to participate. 


After all applicants are 
carefully screened by their

Where the Money Goes . . . 


. . . is demonstrated by this 


how the 1958-59 school district budget of 
$1,055,298 was spent. The bulk of the funds 
collected from local taxation and from 
state sources went for instruction. Seventy- 


teachers and administrators, 
approximately 50 are chosen. 
Each student is then assigned 
to a master-teacher in the 
grade level of his choice, if 
possible, from kindergarten 
through the sixth grade. 


The program runs for ap- 
proximately two weeks. The 
first week is devoted to in- 
struction in teaching methods. 
procedures, lesson planning, 
and conferencing with the mas- 
ter-teacher. 


After intensive instruction 
through guest speakers, admin- 
istrators, and teachers, the 
Teacher-Observer goes into his 
assigned class to observe the 
classroom environment, learn 
to know the students, and 
watch a master-teacher handle 
a class. 


During the week, the Teach- 
ed-Observer conferences with 
the master-teacher to learn 
just what is expected of him 


by this particular master- 
teacher in this particular 
room. 


A typical comment at the 
end of this week is “Boy, 
there’s more to this game 
than just giving out assign-

The second week is the one 
the Teacher-Observers have 
been looking forward to with 
great joy, mingled with a lit- 
tle fear, perhaps, because now, 
he takes over the class for ced- 
tain lessons under the critical 
eye of his master-teacher! The 
amount of actual teaching 
done will depend upon the 
'Teacher-Observer’s strengths, 
the teacher, the class, and the 
grade level. 


At the end of the program, 
the Teacher-Observers fill out 
an evaluation form on which 
they are asked to respond to 
a questionnaire sent to them 
by the school district for the 
next eight years.
